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For some weeks negotiations have been going on between this Department 
and the University of Toronto for the adaptation of their new Honour Courses 
to our requirements for Specialists' certificates. By direction of the 
Acting Minister and with President Falconer's permission, I am sending you 
a copy of a statement the latter has prepared, which sets forth the important 
changes that are being made in the scheme of the courses in Arts of his 
University. 

Hitherto, in determining the Specialists' Courses for the three 
Universities of Toronto, Queen's, and McMaster, the Department of Education 
has tried to equate them as far as practicable in content and standard, 
giving due consideration to the differences in organization. The 
fundamental change in the new scheme proposed by Torontec is that, ta 
graduate in Honours, a student shall have takeh a course which would 
extend over at least five years from Pass Matriculation. No arrangement 
has yet been made by this Department with the Provincial University, and 
before doing so, it appears expedient to present for your consideration 


the case as set forth in President Falconerts letter, in order that the 
Acting Minister may have before him your views on the Question and the 
steps you propose to take in order to meet the new situation. 


An early settlement of the question under consideration is greatly to 


be desired. 


fopy of body of letter received from Chancellor McCrimmon. 
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Your communication of November 26th to hand. I will refer it to 
our Committee on Curriculum who will consider the points which you 
raise. If I understand President Falcener's position, it is that a man 
Qualifying for Specialist standing would either have to spend an additional 
year in the @ollegiate to obtain honours in his chesen department, or if 
he should take the First year after pass matriculation he would have to 
repeat that year, taking such additional work as would qualify him for 
Fonour standing. 

As you say, you have algal given due consideration to differences 
in organisation. The outlines of the higher years therefore will 
follow in accordance with the organiSation in each University. We have 
always contended that you get a better nan for your teaching profession 
if you de not confine his attention even in the higher years of his 
undergraduate course to his special department but allow him with his 
growing maturity to take a few other lines which will give him a better 
outlook on life. This, however, I suppose is somewhat aside from the 
question. 

I understand that Toronto has been wrestling with revision for 
some two years. It will take any University a little time to adjust its 
courses. I suppose that you would not think of bringing the changes into 
effect before 1917-18, so as to give each University a fair chance to 


effect any new organisation which might be required.

Toronto's proposed scheme of Honour Courses, Chancellor 


McCrimmon has sent me some criticisis &- Fi 1% is 
unnecessary at this stage to show them to you, but I think 


it well for me to send you two paragrpahs from the letter 


which I sent him in reply: 


As I intimated to you in my letter of the 26th 
ultimo, the fundamental question for you to settle is 
whether your University is prepared te make its course 
for Specialists! certificates a five years one fron the 
standing of Pass Junior Matriculation. So far as this 
Department is concerned, it has raised and will continue 
to raise within reasonable limits the standard of Public 
and Separate School teachers! certificates, and it 
intends to adopt the same course in the case of High 
Schools as conditions from time to time will permit. 
Indeed, to my certain knowledge, many well-informed 
critics hold that the standard for Specialists' certificates 
and Honour and Pass Graduation in this Province is now too 
low. I may add that in my judgment if Mcllaster and Queen's 
agree to a five years' course, the whole question may be 
readily settled. If, however, either Queents or McMaster 
refuses tc provide a five years' course, the Minister pay 
decide to hold Departmental examinations to test the 
academic qualifications of all candidates for Specialiss$s' 
certificates who have taken Honour Degrees after courses, 
whether of four or five years, of which he has approved 
before they are admitted to the exalinations.

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As I also intimated to you in my letter of the 26th 
ultimo, the Provincial University has already decided to 
raise its standard. Its proposals the Acting Minister 
authorized me to submit to McMaster, not with the intention 
that your University, which is organized on a different 
plan, should conform thereto in the matter of details, but 
that he might have before him your views before reaching a 
final settlement of the question as it relates to Toronto, 
Queen's, and McMaster. You might, for example, as you 
intimate in your letter, prefer requiring your students to 
attend throughout your under-graduate courses to following 
the example of Toronto, which has decided to prescribe an 
admission test in certain Honour Matriculation papers before 
admitting students to its first year course in Honours.

Matters in the University appear to be in an 
unsettled condition and I have in some cases vainly attempted 
to get the necessary particulars from members of your stafff I 
cannot ask the Minister to accept a Course of Study which does 
not fairly set forth in a general way at any rate what is pro- 
posed. Early next week I will have copies made of the schemes 
as they have beeh presented to us and will send Mr. Brebner a 
copy in the hope that he will supply any necessary omissions and 
correct any mistakes.

I beg to acknowledge receipt. of your letter of the 
26th Novemoer last, enclosing copy of letter .from President Falconer 


regarding changes which the University of Toronto intended: to make in 
its courses for Specialists; and also your: letter of December 10th, 
Containing extracts fromyvyour letter to Chanceldor McCrimion intimatine 
lat the. best settlement of the matter would be that. Queen's 
and McMaster should also establish five years courses from Junior 
Matriculation for Specialists, and that if they failed to do’ so the 


Department might find it necessary to institute their own examinations 


& 


for the non-professional ‘specialist certivicates. 

These scommunications have had our most careful consideration 
and at the meeting of the Faculty of Arts where the matter was formally 
discussed the general opinion was that the proposed five years course 
for Specialists dé@es not offer any difficulty so far as the work and 
interests of Queen's are concerned; as long as the following cenditions 
(practically the same as those made by the University of Toronto) are 
observed, namely: 

(1) That Junior Matricoulants1 are admitted to the First 
Year's work of the Five Years Course. 
(2) That. Honour: Matriculants in feur subjects may begin 


the second year's work of that course, having still four years of 


work ta complete.

in this matter we are quite willing to: recognize the 
special responsibility of the Department of Education as regards 
the conditions and: standard of training which they wish to impose 
on this special class of students. The guestion in this respect 
stands on avery different footing from the proposal made some 
years ago tc abolish Junior Matriculation. We are also unwilling 


to stand in the way of any proposal which might seem to improve the 


* 


standard of the teaching profession. We recognize, of course, that 
five years' training is better than four years’ ‘training, other 
things being satisfactory; for one thing, it-allows of a better 
Spacing of the students' work each year, instead of the present 
five’ classes each year, which is Queen!s maximum, or the seven or 
eight classes which at present are Toronto's maximum In this 
respect, indeed, Toronto's aim in the proposal may be said to be 
an approximation to the fundamental character of Queen's class 
instruction. If the Department decides definitely, therefore, 
to adopt the five years course for Specialists, Queen's is willing 
to accept it, particularly in the interests of uniformity. We are 
now making a five years course compulsory for the MoA,, and this 
of itself implies that we at least make provision for a 
in connection with the Specialist courses. 

But while the suesticon presents no difficulties from the 
point of view of the Universities, we have still some doubts as to 
whether the proposed change will be in the général interests of 


education in Canada. We are inclined to’ think that the new course 


ind 


would not benefit the schools 4s’ a whole, but would accelerate 


© 


process now going on, by which the standing ef the teachers in the 
Smaller High Schools and Continuation Schools is sacrificed for the 
benefit of the larger High Schools. Considering the sunject from 
this point of view, we think that the regulations of the University 


of Toronto regarding Specialists may already have tended to the 


decrease inthe numoer of specialists in the sehools and in the 


number of itale teachers. In this connection wecenclose sone statistics 


taken from the réport of the Minister of Rducation for the last 
ten years, which we think are worth your careful consideration. You 
will note from table 10 that the percentage soy ane hlels ate “cers tudes 
commercia specialists and those in Art, Household Science, Physical 
Culture,and Manual Training,- has decreased from 64% to 49%. In 1906 
the University of Toronto had 297 Specialists and 41 non-specialists 
and in.1914 316 Specialists and 113 non-specialists, or a decrease in 
percentage of specialists. from 88 to'73.6. Queents pércentage.of 
Specialists decreased in the same time from 75 to 65.5, and the 
percentage in other Universities from 75 to 67. 

According to Departmental regulations, the Collegiate 
Institute must have specialists for heads of the departments, and the 


decrease has resulted in drawing the specialists away from the High 


rG ‘iii ustrave: 
Pergus High School in’ 1906 had three male 


graduates, two of them specialists, and one woman with First Class, 
paying $3150. In 1914 this school: has one male graduate and specialist, 
the Principal who had remained with them, and three First Class 
seaens s (women) paying $4250. In 1906 Markham High School had three 
male graduates and one woman graduate, three of whem were soecialssts, 
and one woman with First Class : paying $4000. In 1914 it had one male 
eraduate, mo specialists and three women with First Class certificates, 
and paid $4750. 

These are extreme cases, but they illustrate a process that 
has nesn going on for some year 

You will nate that while by ‘Tables I and 2, the average 
salaries of Principals almost exclusively male have increased from 


61270 to 1836, and of ‘male teachers from PLOZS to $1636; and while by 


Table 5 there has been a slight increase in the number of male 


teachers, yet by Table 7 the percentage has. decreased from 74 to 57. 


It must always be kept in mind that in addition to the 
non-professional course, teachers have to take the professiona 


course of one year, and we doubt the advisability of requiring at 
least a six years’ course for teachers, while only five years from 
Junior Matriculation are required for the professions of Medicine, 
Engineering, and Law. The teaching profession is already too sadly 
handicapyved by the lack of social position, and the comparatively 


small remuneration, to be: further legislated against by an additional 


ges fartier to be noted that a large proportion’ of 
intending teachers spend two years taking full Faculty entrance 
before entering upon their University course, thus making the time 
from Normal Entrance or Junior Matriculation seven years if .five 
years are required for their non-professional course from Junior 
Matriculation, or four years from Senior Matriculation or equivalent. 

If the Department, however, determines to support the 

policy of a Five Years Course for Specialists, might it not de 
advisable, at least as a precautionary measure against some of the 


dangers to be apprehended, that Queen's and McMaster; whose courses 


per 


have more flexibility than those of Toronto, be permitted to accept 
students who have passed the full Faculty Entrance Examination for 
a’ three years' course for the: Specialist certificate? ‘The great 


majority of these students have taken twovyears from Normal Entrance 


or Junior. Matriculation; that is, a year longer than’is required to

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prepare for Honour Matriculation. They have passed examina 
a larger:number of subjects than is required for Honour Matriculation 
and have reached a higher standard than it is now proposed to require 


a

for Honour Matriculation- viz. 40% on each subject with average of 
60% on all, as compared with 40% on some and 50% on those of the 
selected Specialist course. It would surely be fair to make it 


possible for these Faculty Entrance students to take their Specialist 


Certificate in three years. 


That this would not suit the practice or internsl 


organization of Toronto is no argument why Queen's or licMaster 

with their greater flexibility should not be permitted to do it. 
lt is true that, owing partly to commercial stringency and 

partly to the increased pay of teachers and the falling off in the 


demand from the West and some other miner’ causes, the supply of 


teachers in, Ontario has at last caught up with the demand, out it 

is very doubtful if we can count upon this situation for the future. 
In conclusion we repeat that it is ‘in the educational interest 

of the province asva: whole that we state. these points for your 


consideration and not an account of any special interest of Queen's.

ACADEMIC STANDING FOR SPECIALISTS’ CERTIFICATES. 


TORONTO UNIVERSITY. 
AGREEMENTS. 


1. (1) Subject to regulations agreed upon from time to time between the 
Department of Fducation and the University of Toronte, the Department 
accepts for the academic standing of candidates for Specialists' 
certificates the Honour Degrees of the University. 
Note.-For an Interim Specialist's certificate a candidate shall 
obtain the academie standing prescribed herein and shall pass 
subsequently the professional examination held by the Faculty 
of Fducation at the University of Toronto or Queen's University. 
Qn application to the Deputy Minister of Education, an Interim 
certificate will be made Permanent on the report of the Inspector 
or Inspectors concerned that the holder thereof has taught 
successfully the subjects thereof for at least two years in one 
or more of the schools of the Provincial System. 
(2) When, at any time, an agreement providing fer the acceptance of 
the University courses and examinations has been amended by the Department 
and the University, all regulations under the preceding agreement, except 
brs hatte phch é 
such as may havebeen mee under jhe new agreement, become null and void, 
and the claims that might have been presented but which were not presented 


while the preceding agreement was in force are debarred. 


AGREEMENT OF 1916. 
2 In accordance with the agreement entered into in 1916 between the 


Department of Education and the University of Toronto - 
(1) A candidate for a Specialist's academic certificate who in 1921 
and thereafter obtains an Honour Degree in Arts, in Classics, Moderns 


and History, French and German, English and History ( classical option), 


English and History (French and German option), Mathematics and Physics, 


Science or Household Seience, may nave his academic standing for such 


certificate approved by the Minister, provided he submits from the

It is most desirable that where Biology is a General 

Course subject in the languages, it should form an option with 
Physics. Indeed, for some reasons, the latter would be preferable 
for ow purposes. The proposal I am making means a time-tabdle 
in which these subjects may be taken up concurrently. 

It is also most desirable that provision should be 
made in the University for the training of candidates from whom 
a modern language is required,to pronounce the languages with 
some fair degree of accuracy. As I have frequently told you, most 
of our teachers are defective in this respect, and I feel sure 
that this defect will be even more marked if, as may happen nurider 
your proposed regulation,’ the course in French or German is 


completed in the High Schools.

Memorandum to the Acting Minister of Education. 


There are no wemen on the staff of the Faculty of Fducation and 
there is a very large attendance of women students. They have, accordingly, 
no one of their own sex to whom they may refer. President Falconer called 
upon me this morning to discuss a proposal to fit up the building on 
the corner of Bloor Street and Spadina Avenue, adjacent to the University 
Schools Building, for the use of the women students. He would provide 
a reading room and other rooms which would be suitable for their wants, 
and he proposes also that there shall be a woman added to the staff who 
would do some teaching in the University Schools and the Faculty and take 
general charge of the women teachers-in-training. She would also be 
expected to act as mentor when they require advice and to take supervision 
of them in the building and such supervision of their occupations and 
social engagements after school hours as would be practicable. The 


President calculates that it would cost about $5,000 to equip the 


building properly. This sum he proposes that the Governors shall take 
out cf the University capital, and, in order to pay the interest on the 
sum and to provide for the salary of the woman supervisor, he recommends 
the imposition of an annual fee of $5.00 on each woman teacher-in-training. 
As soon as the Massey building is complete, similar BccommodatLongand 
oversight will be provided for male students, but without any additional 
cost to the Faculty. 


To complete the presentation of the case, I add that the fee paid 


€ 7 


by the students of the Faculty is $25 a year, whereas the fee paid by 
Art students is $40, the reduction in the case of the former being due 


to the fact that the Government makes a special annual grant to the 


Faculty of $15,000. 


I very strongly reconnend that the Acting Minister approve of 
President Falconer's proposal. It has been a serious defect in the 
organization of the Faculty that no special provision has been made 
for women students, and the-additional provision for their comfort 
and necessities will amply repay them for the special fee. 

I may add that the approval of thé Department to the imposition 
of the fee is necessary and it would serve a good purpose-if such 
approval were obtained before the President finally submits the 
question for the decision of the Board of Governors, which will meet 


next Thursday.

The Course for Commercial Specialists should be provided for 
in such a way that it would require no longer for preparation 
than the other Specialist Courses do. 


The following methods are submitted for consideration: 


Method I; 

le Matriculation with Bookkeeping, Penmanship and Business Law, 
instead of Latin. 

2e Part I of othe present Commercial Specialists! Course to be 
taken in some special school in one year, and to be accepted 
as the first year of a university course to be arranged, and 
also as the entrance to the Faculty of Education.

femorandum regarding a Course in Commerce adapted to the 
requirements for Commercial Specialists in High Schools and 
Collegiate Institutes. 


In presenting the accompanying statement and recommendations 
regarding provision for a course in commerce, suitable for 
teachers, we do not wish to be understood as attempting to promote 
the commercialization of Education. On the contrary our contention 
is that the number of students seeking a general education would 
not be in the least reduced by making adequate provision for 
teaching commercial work. The increase in the number of students 
taking such a course would, we believe, be a clear gain in the 
number of students obtaining a good secondary school education. 

The vocational courses do not replace the other High School 
courses but supplement them. This contention is borne out by 
the experience in the city last September, when the new Technical 
School was openede Notwithstanding the large increase in 
attendance in the regular courses at that school, all the 
Collegiate Institutes of the city as well as the High School of 
Commerce had the usual increase in numbers in their entrance 
classes. ther cities organizing new vocational courses, either 
industrial or commercial, have had a like experience. What we 
seek, then, is the improvement of the education of those who 
take a vocational course in commercee 


The demand for such training, as is provided in a good 
commercial course, is due to the change in the character of 
business and business methods in recent years, which change 
demands, among other things, more accurate and detailed records 
of business, more accurate calculations of costs, and more 
accurate and detailed knowledge of the source of profits and 
of expenses. This reorganization of business has led to the 
demand for better trained employees, for young men and women 
with higher than public school education. Moreover, judging 
from present tendencies in the United States and England, these

Evidence is not wanting, that the need we are pointing out 


is 
(a) Business men have recognized it. 

Up to two years ago, the Chartered Accountants of Ontario 
accepted a very elementary general education as sufficient for 
entering upon their coursee Wow, they require University 
Matriculation or the diploma of the fourth year in the High 
school of Commerce. 

The Certified Public Accountants of the United States now 
rank the work of their course as of University grade, and 
Universities, like the New York University, make provision for 
students preparing for the standing of Certified: Public Accountant. 


(b>) The Universities of the United States are recognizing the need 
by offering courses in commerce. 

fn a tabulated list of 50 State Universities and Colleges, 
given in the School Review of January, 1916, 46 offer courses in 
COMMETCE « 

Special mention might be made of the Wharton School (Univ. of 
Pennsylvania), New York University (School of Commerce & Finance), 
University of Chicago, North Western University, University of 
California, Columbia University and the University of Wisconsin, 
while Harvard, the Amos Tuck Institute at Dartmouth and others offer 
graduate courses in Business Administration. 


(c) The Universities of central and wester England are offering courses 
in commercee Of these, London, Birmingham and Manchester might 
be mentionede 


These courses are generally undergraduate courses of 3 or 4 years, 
and frequently do not lead to the degree of BeAe, but to the degree 
of B.Sc. (Bachelor of Science or BeCom. (Bachelor of Commerce), 


B : ee 
or B.C.S. (Bachelor of Commercial Science), etc. 


Regarding admission to the university courses, in none of the cases 
referred to is hatin required, and not more than one foreign language 
is necessary. Further, of the 50 State Colleges and Universities 
referred to above 41 give some credit to commercial subjects in 
their entrance requirements. 


(ad) The Commercial Course in the High Schools of the province, though 
not generally favored by the High School principals, has grown Tid 
according to the report of the Education Department 10% to 12% of 

the students in the Collegiate Institutes, and about 8% of those in 
High Schools, are in the Commercial Course. 

In 16 representative cities of the U. 5., investigated by Mr 
THOMPSON, Assistant Supt. of Schools, Boston, from 10% to 60% of the 
H. S- pupils are in the Commercial Course - the average being about 
30% 


Not only is the work demanded by the requirements of business, 
and recognized by the secondary schools and the universities, 
but the universities. are recognizing a further duty. 

As Professor Adam Shertt once put it, “Education grows from the 
top down" and if the lower schools are to be a success the higher 
schools must train the teachers. And we find that many universities 
are already recognizing this duty. The Universities of Dakota, Montana, 
Illinois, California, Oregon, Nebraska and Minnesota have courses for 
commercial teachers. Others have summer sessions offering this special 
training - Wiseoonsin University, Wharton School of Commerce, Columbia 
University, New York University, University of Pittsburg. 


fhe University of Toronto has already recognized the duty of 
providing courses for teachers, not only in the usual departments of 
High School work,. but in such vocational departments as Agriculture 
and Domestic Science, and we hope that a like recognition may be given 
to commercial work. 

We feel that to meet the needs of the case the groundwork of the 
Course should be laid tn the High Schools. The higher work of 
Accountancy can only be successfully done if the foundation work of 
bookkeeping has been well done in the matriculation work, and the 
teachers can only be best trained for doing this work, if their 
university course in such practical subjects is in charge of practical 
men, accountants, etc. 


We, therefore, submit for your consideration, the following as 
possible methods of meetin the needs of the ease, and we hope that 
one of the suggested methods may meet with your approval and be 
worked out to the advantage of the teaching of Commercial work in the

As ‘you are aware the University has not 
yet supplied us with the data necessary to complete the case for 
specialists' certificates to be granted by your University. The 
following are still lacking: 

(1) The provision you propose to make for the training in 
pronunciation and conversation of those for whom French end 
German is a general course subject in the first year whether they 
take it in the University or have entered on the Honour Matricul- 
ation papers. 
(2) The modifications you propose to make in the general course 
subject$, especially with regard to the vrovision of summer courses. 
(3) The provision you propose to apts for those honour graduates 
who began courses leading to degrees before the new scheme goes into 
operation. Hitherto the Department has allowed those who began 
their courses under the provisions of an agreement to complete 
them under the agreement provided they did so before a specified 
date. 

As the granting of degrees will depend upon the Univer- 


gity's decision in this matter, it is clear that the University

and the Department should agree upon some common action. 
(4) As has been already intimated to Mr. Brebner, if modifications 
are to be made in the present agreement with the Department on be- 
half of those who have not yet completed their specialists' 
courses, we should have a statement from the University of the 
modifications it proposes. This is important for another reason: 
we are holding up some of the cases in which the courses have not 
been completed in order that we may give the applicants benefit 
of any modifications that may be agreed upon. 

Although I have brought this question be- 
fore the Government in a general way, I have not been able to 
complete it owing to the lack of the above particulars and it is 
altogether probable now that it will not consider the question 
until after the House rises; that is, I should say, about Easter. 
In view of the situation I am sure I need add nothing to induce 


you to have the case presented by the University at the earliest 


possible moment.
